maniacal 
and 
suicidal patients were kept, tile fire 
ate its way downward early yester­ 
day morning, while atten d an ts r a l ­ 
lied and sought to get out the “ mad 
m en” , most of whom became com­ 
pletely incapable of helping th e m ­ 
selves. 
It was like trying 
to

frightened horses out of a b u rn in g 
barn. 
Patients, 
given 
u n n atu ral 
strength by terror, plunged about in 
the ward which was rapidly chok­ 
ing up with smoke, while red flames 
escaped through cracks in the ceil­ 
ing.

Russian women have griven up 
♦ very other occupation for sewing 
this winter. They have become a 
nation of tailors, and the clothing 
•hortage has taught them to make 
boots as well as shirts and trousers. 
Every spare moment is used in con­ 
verting some incongruous material, 
leather, rope, newspaper, excelsior, 
fish net and sack clotn into clothing 
for the children. The price of clothes 
is so high on the market that it is 
ut of reach. There is no other cloth­ 
ing to be had and thousands of 
children throughout the little north­ 
ern villages are unable to leave their 
homes because they have nothing to 
irear. 
These Russian folks have sold all 
their furniture for food during the 
famine, their Mre stock has succumb­ 


ed to starvation and there is nothing 
in the peasant huts but bare, empty 
room, and in some cases an old 
stove full of dead ashes. Cold as 
are the huts, the vast lonely steppes 
where the icy wind screams and 
rages ane colder still. The children 
cannot be forced out of doors into 
this cruel wind even to go to the 
American Relief Administration food 
kitchens where they get their one 
meal a day. They would rather stay 
at home and starve.

Now that the proposal to end war by outlawing war has been 
made by a statesman it will have more serious consideration. 
So 
long as this proposal was made by idealists it was considered as a 
matter that did not concern those who professed to lie practical 
in their attitude to life. 
But when this proposal is made by a man 
of the force of character of Senator Borah it will command at­ 
tention and, even though the senator’s associates in congress may 
smile at his idealistic viewpoint, they will be obliged to reckon 
with the multitudes who will line up with the proponent of this 
means of ridding the world of a threat that hangs over it and 
may destroy a civilization built up through a long and tedious 
struggle.

A nation of good homes is likely to bo a na­ 
tion of law-abiding young people. 
During the past few years the drilt lias been away from the 
home. The automobile, the moving picture appeal, tho passion for 
dancing and other amusements outside of the home, have brought 
about a condition in which tho home has become nothing more 
than the house in which young people eat and sleep, 
It is claimed 
oy some that tin1 radio will help to counter-act this tendency and 
that young people will be held at home by the appeal that this 
modern invention makes upon them. This may he true, after some 
time has passed. 
However, habits that have been formed are not 
easily broken and it is likely that the' older young people will con­ 
tinue to find their pleasures outside of the home.

T he Better Homes exposition to be held in the Kenwood ar­ 
mory, Minneapolis, February 20 to 21, aim s at restoring interest 
in the home. 
The aim is a good one. 
Those who are responsible 
for the exposition claim that one of the major causes o f lawless­ 
ness, resulting in serious crim es committed largely by minors, is 
to be found in the drift aw ay from the restraining influences of 
home life. 
The position they take is put forward by m any students 
of social conditions. 
A nation of good homes is likely to be a na­ 
tion of law-abiding young people. 
D uring the past few years the drift has been aw ay from the 
home. 
The automobile, the m oving picture appeal, the passion for 
dancing and other am usem ents outside of the home, have brought 
about a condition in which the home has become nothing more 
than the house in which young people eat and sleep. 
It is claimed 
by some that the radio will help to counter-act this tendency and 
that young people will be held at home by the appeal that this 
modern invention makes upon them. 
This may be true, after some 
tim e has passed. 
However, habits that have been formed are not 
easily broken and it is likely that the older young people will con­ 
tinue to find their pleasures outside of the home. 
The younger 
children may be held at home by the appeal of the radio if they 
are not allowed to form the habit of looking for their enjoym ents 
on the outside. 
It is certain that the evils of youth will not all be cured by an 
em phasis on any one remedy. 
Many different factors enter intp 
their m aking and all those that are subversive of their best devel­ 
opment must be changed. 
While this is true, it is well to seek to 
do one thing at a time, and it, by m aking homes attractive, young 
people are kept at home the effect will he seen in the lives of the 
youth of the land. 
But furniture and furnishings will not make a 
hom e, these may make a house attractive but a home is other than 
these. 
An unoccupied building may be a house but a home is more 
[nan a house either occupied or unoccupied; a hom e depends upon 
a certain morale without which a house is not a home.
